_ And Pact With Bulgaria Reported 
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Seized Nazi war documents bearing on 1939-41 relations be- 
tween Russia and Germany, which the State Department 
published last night, included the following. The texts of the 
secret paditional protocol and the secret supplementary proto- 
col were published by the Post-Dispatch May 22, 1946, in a dis- 
patch jrom Nuernberg by its correspondent, Richard lL. Stokes. 


SECRET ADDITIONAL FPRO- 
FTOCOL (to the Russo-German 
mon-aggression treaty of Aug. 23, 
1939). 

On the occasion of the signature 
of the non-aggression pact be- 
tween the German Reich and the 
Union of Socialist Soviet Repub- 
lics the undersigned plenipoten- 
tiaries of each of the two parties 
discussed in strictly confidential 
conversations the question of the 
boundary of their respective 
spheres of influence in Eastern 
Europe. These conversations Jed 
to the following conclusions: 

1. In the event of a territorial 
and political rearrangement in 
the areas belonging to the Baltic 
states (Finland, Estonia, Latvia, 
Lithuania), the northern boun- 
dary of Lithuania shall repre- 
sent the boundary of the spheres 
of influence of Germany and the 
the U.S.B.R. In this connection 
the interest of Lithuania in the 
Vilna area is pepreerend by each 
party.

Scrap Merchant Finally Able 
to Give Them Away— 
After He Is Fined. 


A Ninth street salvage dealer 
discovered today that the law of 
supply and demand can be not 
only flexible but downright con- 
fusing. Charles Gorenstein, a 
scrap iron merchant, 2509-15 North 
“Ninth street, bought 100 tons of 
rubber slabs, 1 to 2 inches thick, 


36 by 48 inches tn length and 
width, during the wartime rubber 
shortage, but until today could 
neither sell nor give the rubber 
away.

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CITY RECEIPTS UP 
33,164,000 IN 
LAST 3 MONTHS 


$23,190,000 Total — Real 

Estate, Personal Prop- 
erty Tax Rise Is 
$1,123,000. 


The city’s receipts in the first 
nine months of the current fiscal 
year, which will end next April, 
were $3,164,000 greater than the 
corresponding period of the 1946- 
47 fiscal year, Comptroller Louis 
Nolte reported today to the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment, 
Receipts totaled $23,190,000. 

Expenditures during the nine- 
month period this year were in- 
creased but $1,056,000 over the 
corresponding period of last year, 
total expenditures so far this year 
being $23,172,000 as compared to 
$22,116,000 during the first nine 
months of the 1946-47 fiscal year. 

Only 71.42 per cent of the total 
appropriation of $33,313,000 for the 
current fiscal year was expended 
by the various city departments 
in the period, Nolte reported, Ex- 
penditures were 3.58 per cent be- 
low the amount which would have 
been.spent if the department's 
full appropriations had been used. 
The total. increase in receipts 
was accounted for, the _ report 
showed, chiefly by increased real 
estate. and personal property 
taxes, which were $1,123,000 
“greater this year. Other large in- 
‘creases were $845,000 in intangible 
“personal property taxes, $243,000 
in: manufacturers’ taxes, $90,000 in 
-|nerchants’ taxes, $97,000 in ‘city 
automobile license taxes and $43,-; 
000 in gasoline taxes. — . 
~Meanwhile, William “.S. Wilson, 
digector of fhe legislation and tax 
bureau of the Chamber of Com- 
merce,-indicated last night at a 
meeting of the League of Women 
Voters that the Chamber of Com- 
Merce would be opposed “to. the 
dill recently introduced in the Mis- 
souri General Assembly. which 
would apportion the state income 
taxes collected among the coun- 
ties, municipalities and school dis- 
tricts of the state on the basis 
of amounts collected in them. 

He told the meeting that the 
chamber’s state legislation com- 
mittee had considered the mea- 
,sure, proposed by Mayor Aloys 
P, Kaufmann, and recommended 
to the chamber's board of direc- 
tors that the organization restate 
its position, favoring adoption of 
another bill, which would halve 
the state income tax and give 
cities authority to levy an income 
tax not greater than the recuction 
made by the state. 

Mayor Kaufmann, who also at- 
tended the meeting held at the 
Northside Y.M.C.A., 3100 North 
Grand, defended the measure, 
which it is estimated would pr 
vide the city with $2,500,000 addi- 
' tional revenue annually, as a 
“most realistic” approach to the 
tax problem, The bill has met 
opposition from Senator R. Jasper 
Smith, Republican majority floor 
leader, but Mayor Kaufmann said 
he had been assured in Jefferson 
City that the possibility of its be- 
ing passed was better than that 
of any similar measure.

I hope treaties will be 
signed with our near neighbors 
making our treaty with France an 
important nucleus in western Eu- 
rope.” 

Paying tribute to the United 
States, Bevin said: “I am con- 
vinced that there is no political 
motive behind the Marshall offer 
other than an overriding human 
motive to help Europe to help 
herself and so restore the eco- 
nomic health of the world.” 

Bevin recalled the scene when 
the Paris conference of three for- 
eign ministers on the Marshall 
plan broke up in anger last July 
and said: 

“Mr. Molotov (Russian Foreign 
Minister) threatened both our- 
nelves and France that we would 
have to look out for squalls if we 
went on with the European recov- 
ery program, My answer was 
that Great Britain had been accus- 
tomed to threats, that we would 
face them and that they would not 
move us from doing what we be- 
lieved to be right.” 

Bevin said the Cominform was 
organized by Russia and its satel- 
lites as a result of that disagree- 
ment. 

“One of the first objects of 
Soviet and Commupist policy is to 
prevent the Es@fopean recovery 
program from _ succeeding,” he 
said, “but I do not see why I 
should be a party to keeping 
Européen in chaos and distress.” 

This provoked a scene in the 
House involving two Communist 
members, Willie Gallacher and 
Philip Piratin. ; 

“Give us the facts,” Piratin 
shouted.- Gallacher sprang to his 
feet and said: “I dispute it” when 
Bevin said there had been politi- 
cally inspired strikes in France. 
“Ruthless Communist Process.” 

Evolution of the Yalta decisions, 
Bevin told Commons, “reveals a 
policy on the part of the Soviet 
Union to use every means in their 
power to get Communist control 
on eastern Europe and, as it now 
appears, in the West as well.” 

“We have seen the game played 
out in Poland, Bulgaria, Hungary 


and more recently in Romania 


and, from information in our pos- 
session, other attempts may be 
made elsewhere,” he sald, “Yet all 
the evidence is that she is not

two months ago, 

“No proposal for aid to China 
has yet been submitted to the 
Congrean by the Department of 
State,” Bridges wrote, “The good 
faith of the Administration in 
dealing with China, and with the 
Congress in the matter of China 
is now in question,” 

AFL President William Green, 
a witness before the Senate Bank- 
ing Committee today, disputed a 
suggestion by Senator Robertson 
(Dem.), Virginia, that the United 
States is drifting toward war with 
Russia.

“The urgency of the Federal Re- 
serve Board’s proposal, or some 
other proposal to curb credit ex- 
pansion, will be especially great if 
we relax our current fis policy 
while inflationary dangers exist. 
Fiscal policy is by far the most 
effective way to deal with the de- 
mand side of inflation just as pro- 
duction and particularly more pro- 
duction per man hour is the most 
effective way to deal with it on 
the supply side. 

For Government Economy. 


° “This means rigid government 
economy and deferment of all de- 
ferable expenditures. It also 
means as large a surplus of tax 
receipts as possible so that dollars 
are removed from the spending 
stream and used to retire public 
debt held by the Federal Reserve 
System. This takes dollars out of 
the money supply by an equiva- 
lent amount and is a reversal of 
the wartime process by which the 
money supply was expanded. The 
classical precept of sound finance 
that debt should be paid off in 
boom times has peculiar virtue in 


banks—70 Dillion dollars—have 
nullified two of the three ways the 
central bank can control infla- 
tion, the speaker said. The three 
techniques of contro] are (1) vary- 
ing the discount rate at which 
commercial banks may borrow 
from the Federal Reserve banks, 
(2) open market operations by 
buying and selling government se- 
curities by the reserve system, and 
(3) raising the legally required 
deposits member banks must 
make with the central] bank. 


The discount rates and open 
market operations are not go ef- 
fective now as they once were, 
Szymczak said, and the varying 
level of reserve requirements was 
exhausted under present law early 
in the war except for a relatively 
small percentage in New York and 
Chicago. : 

The rediscount brake is not ef- 
fective because with the banks 
holding so many government se- 
curities which the reserve system 
will buy at par, banks can obtain 
money for credit expansion merely 
by selling some of these holdings. 
Szymczak said that the board’s 
purchase of government long term 
securities “would be aggressive 
and continued for the foreseeable 
future.” 


Public Debt Problem. 


As to the traditional open mar- 
ket operations, he said: 

“Here we come up against the 
problem of management of our 
huge public debt of 254 billion dol- 
lars. If the reserve system were 
to gell enough government securi- 
ties to reduce bank reserves and 
curb credit expansion, it would 
involve great dangers for the en- 
tire economy. To make possible 
this volume of sales, the prices of 
government securities would have 
to be permitted to decline. 


“With a marketable public debt 
held by investors other than the 


Federal Reserve banks amounting 
to 143 billion dollars, no one can 
say how great this decline in 
prices would have to be, As prices 
declined because of Federal Re- 
serve sales, inveatora would suffer 
capital losses and in turn would 
be encouraged to sell their hold- 
ings while their losses were still 
small, and these sales would fur- 
ther drive prices downward, In 
brief, Federal Reserve open mar- 
ket operation to reduce bank re- 
serves might lead to a disruptive 
decline in Government security 
prices, which might spread to the 
prices of other securities. This is 
a risk too serious to contemplate.” 

Tle speaker also noted that tra- 
ditional op: . market operations 
would have serious consequences 
for the Treasury and that “all fu- 
ture ‘“reasury financing would 
have to be done at higher interest 
rates, thus raising the cost of serv- 
icing the Government debt.” 

Latitude of Bankers. 

The organized bankers have op- 
posed the board’s proposal for a 
new special reserve for all banks. 
When Chairman Eccles first made 
the recommendation to Congress, 
Treasury Secretary Snyder indi- 
cated his opposition. 

President Truman, .in his eco- 
nomic report to Congress, sided 
with the Federal Reserve Board. 
Asked if this meant that Snyder 
had come around to Eccles’s view, 
the President said the whole Cab- 
inet was in harmony on the re- 
port. 

There is a question whether 
Congress will approve the board’s 
special reserve recommendation, 
Szymczak’s speech may be a flank 
attack on the organized bankers, 
who would have more to lose un- 
der the increased cash require- 
ment plan.

Tt is my intention to tell only of 
my own escape. 

My first job was to get away 
from the ten Security policemen 
who constantly followed me. They 
_ and others eavesdropped on my 
last meeting with the M.P.’s and 
so I took advantage of their tac- 
tics. I made certain that one 
group of them heard me tell an 
M.P. that my mother was ill in 
Poznan and that I planned to go 
there to see her in the next day 
or two. I told another M.P., as 
loudly as possible, that I wanted 
to run down to Krakow to see 
Cardinal Sapieha, and to others I 
mentioned other destinations. 

Five Days’ Grace Needed. 

T knew I had to confuse the 
Security Police records so thor- 
oughly that I would have at least 
five days before I would be missed 
and a general alarm sounded. 


When the meeting ended I went 
quickly to my car and told my 
chauffeur, Tryc, to drive me quick- 
ly to my home. I saw my “body- 
guard” of ten, which included a 
young girl, leap into their two 
cars and start after us. Tryc rev- 
eled in such chases. He soon out- 
distanced the pursuers as we 
headed for home. | 

I told Tryc to wait for me. I 
went inside quickly. In,the few- 
est possible number of words I 
told Madame Hulewicz and Zaleski 
that I was about to attempt to 
escape. They immediately began 
their own plans. 

I put on a hat and overcoat, 
then a large topcoat over the over- 
coat. nto my pockets I stuffed 
a razor, a few blades, a small 
towel, shaving cream, brush, comb, 
money and my revolver. 

I gave Zaleski his brief instruc- 
tions. He would go with me in 
the car, be dropped as soon as we 
were out of sight of the Security 
Police, walk to the railroad _ sta- 
tion and buy me 4 ticket for 
leszno, 1 would meet him at the 
station about 8 p.m. 

Then we left, very quickly. It 
‘was 6 o’clock and very: dark. We 
jumped-into our car and Tryc 
catapulted away. After racing 
several blocks along the highway 
we stopped, Zaleski jumped out 
and started for the station, and I 
told Tryc to — to the right and 

ur lights. 
oe 7 beer short time I saw the 
two Security Police cars §0 
ecreaming up’ the main highway 
in search for us. 

Zigzagging Acfoss Warsaw. 

1 did not want to tell Tryce that 
T was leaving, so I asked him to 
drop me at the home of a friend. 

For the next hour and a half 
T rode in a succession of taxicabs, 
taking one to one section of War- 
saw. dismissing it, then taking 
another across the city. My iast 
destination was our party’s print 
shop. It was only 300 inoters from 
the station. 

I welked into the station about 
&, Zaleski was there. We shook 
hands gravely and I felt the ti¢ket 
pressed into my palm. I nodded, 
went chrongh the gate 
boarded the train. 

At dawn on Oct. 21 I got off 
the train at Ostrow and boar-ied 
the train for Leszno. Just before 
the train reached Krotoschyn, I 
stepped off at a small station. 

This was a familiar region, for 
my father had been born there 
and I had lived there as a boy. 
I walked into the neighboring 
forest to the little cottage of a 
forest guard and knocked on the 
door. I was relieved as soon as I 
heard his voice. He had the ac- 
cent of an Eastern Pole. 

1 asked for a glass of milk, 
stepped inside and closed the door. 
His manner was hostile. 

Planning to Cross Border. 

“You were taken to Soviet Rus- 
ain in 1939, weren’t you?” I asked. 

“Yes,” he said. I knew then that 
I was with a friend. 

“T am Mikolazezyk,” 1 said, 

He bolted the door quickly. 

Together we hatched the means 
of getting across the border. He 
would leave immediately by bi- 
cycle to contact one of the active 
smuggling bands that trafficked 
in goods along .the frontier. I 
must remain in his barn until he 
returned. His daughter would take 


care of my food needs. It took my, 


friend nearly three days to pedal 
to the border, make proper ar- 
rangements and return. 

Late on the day after he ¢o- 
parted as I hid in the hay of his 
barn, I thought my end had come. 
I heard the scream of motorcycle 
sirens coming closer and closer, 
and then my<heart stood still. I 
peered out and saw five members 
of the Security Police thunder up 
to the nearby cottage and dis- 
mount. My friend’s daughter an- 
swerfd their heavy knock. 

“Where is your father?” the 
leader of the patrol demanded. 

“Oh, he just stepped out,” the 
girl! answered casually. Then she 
added, “Won't you come in?” But 
then I was forced to smile, for 
she was taunting them. It was 
late afternoon and she knew their 
fear of being in the forest after 
dark, They mumbled some excuse 
and drove away. 

Away in Delivery Truck. 

My friend returned in mid- 
morning ob Oct, 22. 

On Oct. 24 a delivery truck, in 
fhe service of a co-operative that 
functioned in that area, drove up 
to the cottage. The chauffeur 
hopped out, entered the cottage 
with what might have been a box 
of groceries, and emptied the con- 
tents—a change of clothes—on 
the table. I quicily changed and 
bade good-by to my friends. I left 


with the driver of the truck, as 
his assistant. 


but finally I had to ask some 


and about the people who would 
handle me.

“He isn’t really a Communist,” 
he said. “He just lets it be known 
that he is, and that saves him a 
lot of bother.

Another Close Call. 


In time we drove up to the 
man’s house. He expected me and 
led me to a dark upstairs bed- 
room where I changed back into 
my regular clothes. Then, in the 
darkness, I heard him say, “There 
is going to be a party here be- 
ginning very soon. You must keep 
your door locked. Don’t answer 
any knock until I come back for 
you—and then I will identify my- 
self by knocking in the '‘V’ man- 
ner .,. three dots and a dash.” 
. The party formed downstairs 
and the house was soon filled with 
drunken Polish and Russian laugh- 
ter and song. At the height of the 
party I heard the “V” knock. My 
man said, “Come... quickly.” He 
led me down the back stairway. 
A Polish soldier stood silently in 
the back yard. The three of us 
then walked swiftly across fields 
for six or eight miles and finally 
to a road, where a jeep, manned 


waiting. With the sergeant was a 
German civilian. 

I had to trust them. I sat in 
the back of the jeep, and we drove 
along in the dead silence of the 
night. ; 

Across the German Border, 

After ‘an eternity of time we 
ymade a right turn off the highway 
and came into a sleepy village. 
My heart leaped when in the dark- 
ness I detected a German sign or 
two. We raced through the vil- 
lage and stopped on its outskirts 
at a peasant’s rambling house. It 
was 5 in the morning, but I was 
expected. An old couple came to 
the door to mumble a greeting. 
With them was a beautiful girl. 
They introduced her as their 
daughter, though she was obvious- 
ly a part of the smuggling ring, 
and then the old couple took me 
to a tiny bedroom in the rear and 
bade me goodnight. I slept. It is 
the best thing for the nerves. I 
had negotiated the first important 
step toward frerdom. I was in 
Germany—the Soviet occupied 
zone, to be sure, but Germany. 

Next morning she outlined the 
next leg of my escape. 
was too well poliged by the Rus- 
sians to risk going through there. 
The main highway from Berlin 
to the British zone of Germany 
was also too well policed. Plans

Last Leg into British Zone. 

Dressed in ragged peasant’s 
clothes I was taken on to another 
village on Oct. 25, by horse* and 
cart and there were no incidents 
except that we were stopped by.

searching for a telephone. From 
that village, on the morni 
Oct. 27, I was driven to a 
station by a boy,. who had timed 
our arrival so that the train was 
just pulling in.

Why German Work Stops 


A few days ago, some 50,000 workers staved 
away from their jobs in four Ruhr cities in a 
demonstration against starvation rations,- This 
has now been followed by a demonsiration of 
200,000-—four times as many—in Cologne and 
Nuernberg. 

While strictly speaking the Rhine city is in 
the British zone and the old Bavarian town is 
in the American zone, for all practical purposes 
both are responsibilities of the United States 
adminfstrators in Germany. 
being merged economically and, in any event, 
the cost of the British occupation is to be borne 
in the end largely by this country. 

When the steel], metal, chemical and building 
trades stop work and the municipal offices close, 
it is the American authority in Germany which 
is brought up sharp. 

The easy thing is to blame the Communists 
for all of this trouble. So far the circulated gen- 
eral strike document, so-called “Protocol M,” has 
not been established as a Kremlin-inypired 
paper, though it may very well be. Certainly, 
the Communists in Germany and elsewhere are 
glad to see a breakdown in production in. the 
key industrial areas. Economic chaos plays into 
their hands. 

Yet the fact is, as Ernest Kirschten has re- 
ported in the Post-Dispatch after his extended 
tour through Germany and Austria, that the 
Communists have not made much headway 
among the German workers. Willi Abotz makes 
an eloquent appeal for the Red cause, but the 
recruits are relatively few. Solid August 
Schmidt, elderly survivor of a concentration 
camp, has kept Communist party members from 
places in German trade unions. 

When full allowance is made for the trouble 
which the German Communists may cause, re- 
sponsibility for keeping up production in the 
Ruhr and elsewhere in the American-British ter- 
ritory tests on the Western allies. We cannot 
excuse ourselves. Were there no Communists 
anywhere,, the basic wrong of woefully insuf- 
ficient diet for working people still would rise to 
plague our occupation authorities. 

The official ration for Germans is 1450 cal- 
ories a day. This is not enough to maintain 
health, to say nothing of support hard labor 
such as coal mining or work in the mills and 
factories of the Ruhr industrial cities. As Dr. 
John B. Younmans, dean of the University of 
Illinois College of Medicine, reported on return- 
ing from a study of German nutrition, health is 


deteriorating steadily in such circumstances. 


Yet the situation is worse even than this. For 
instead of getting a promised supplementary ra- 
tion 00 to 250 calories a day, millions of Ger- 
mans ‘are now receiving less than the official 
ration of 1450. In many places this subsistence 
figure has been cut to 1200 and elsewhere even 
lower. Those who are not too weak are dem- 
onstrating against this hunger diet. It is no 
wonder that 50,000 or more are not working. 

If the American and British ‘authorities permit 
recurrent work stoppages in the Ruhr, with 
heavy toll on European production generally, the 
occupation will suffer a serious blow In prestige 
and influence.. A first move should be to re- 
double efforts to keep shipped-in supplies out of 
the black market. For it is a scandalous fact 
that between the time food arrives in Germany 
and the allotments reach the users, too large a 
share is diverted to food profiteers who provide 
for the well-to-do. 

The German authorities cannot be relied on 
for the protection required and we do not have 
the personnel to provide it. Our forces simply 
are not large enough for the discharge of the 
work we should be doing.

Whisky distillers oppose further curtailment 
of their operations, They want the Secretary of 
Agriculture's power over their grain supply to 
lapse Jan, 31 as scheduled. One of them is con- 
testing the power in court. They also argue at 
the bar of public opinion, and make a good case. 

Distillers ‘are not curtailed in Canada and 
Scotland. Distilling is the only grain-rationed 
industry in the United States. 

If distilling made great inroads on the grain 
supply, it might be singled out anyhow. It uses 
Jess than 1 per cent of the supply. Almost none 
of that is wheat, the export crop. Some is rye, 
for which there is little other demand. Most of. 
it is corn. Corn is also used to produce milk, 
eggs and meat. However, the spent mash has 
two thirds the feed value of the original grain. 

The net consumption of grain by distilleries 
is thus only a small fraction of the grain supply. 
It does not justify shutdowns and curtailments, 
putting men out of work. It does not justify 
paying employes in idleness, as distillers did 
during the recent 60-day voluntary shutdown, 
and perhaps letting consumers absorb the cost, 

To avoid arming its-critics, the industry has

He said that, if elected, he 
would urge on the voters a constitutional amend- 
ment under which “a specified sum from the 
general collections of sales tax would be applied 
to the payment of old-age pensions.” 

Such an amendment, he said, would guarantee 
these people a fixed income and save them from 
“the disappointments of relying on impossible 
political promises.” It would, of course, do noth- 
ing of the sort. Sales tax collections fluctuate 
from year to year, and so would incomes based 
on them. Further, there has been a steady, year- 
by-year increase in the number of pensioners, 
and there probably will be for a long time to 
come. So the amendment could give them noth- 
ing “fixed.” 

But what it would give ‘them is a vested in- 
terest in the state’s income such as that now en- 
joyed by the sch6ol lobby under the system of 
giving it automatically one third of Missouri's 
general revenues. An effort to create a similar 
vested interest for the benefit of cities and 
counties currently is running into tough opposi- 
tion, and properly so. A third such group-——the 
pensioners—should not even be considered. 

It is unnecessary because so far no legislature 
has yet refused to vote a substantial increase in 
pension funds. Would that they had been as gen- 
erous in the case of those on direct relief, the 
neediest of our citizens. Beyond that, the Mc- 
Kittrick proposal is unsound in principle. State 
funds should be appropriated on a budgetary 
basis—on a showing of actual requirements and 
not as windfalls. *} 
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A Ballot Fraud in Georgia

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The 75-Cent Minimum Wage 


From the New York Herald Tribune 


For two vears. now the question of in- 
creasing the legal minimum wage has been 
a political football. 

It is impossible to quarrel with President 
Truman’s characterization of the present 
40-cent rate as “obsolete.” But whether an 
immediate increase to 75 cents is correct 
is another question. 

It is not alone the question of whether 
industry generally could pay 75 cents to 
those now getting less--about 10 per cent 


of the 21,000,000 covered by the law. 


There is.clear evidence to support a high- 
er minimum. But proponents of the 75- 
cent rate consistently ignore the fact that 
when a minimum rate is raised all rates 
above that point are forced upward because 
of the necessity, in the interests of effici- 
ent operation, of maintaining existing dif- 
ferentials based on occupation and skills. 

The cost of this upward push of all rates 
must be reckoned, 

Another problem is enforcement. Experi- 
ence shows that a minimum which is set 
higher than a majority of the industry is 
already paying breaks down, for those mar- 
ginal employers who have strained to com- 
ply voluntarily are forced to the wall, or 
to lower their standards, by the unfair 
competition of the non-compliers. 

In September of last year in New York 
and New Jersey alone 179 of the 415 firms 
inspected were found to be violating the 
minimum wage and overtime provisions, 
Even with generous budgetary grants a 


wage order can be enforced only against 
a relatively amall proportion of industry. 


The ratio of a minimum rate to average 
hourly earnings warrants examination too, 
In 1944 the Bureau of Labor Statistics es- 
timated the average hourly manufacturing 
earnings at a fraction over 94 cents -. ap- 
proximately two and one-third times the 
40-cent minimum rate which became ef- 
fective July 27, 1944. In Augusf, 1947, the 
average hourly earnings were reported to 
be $1.20—or a little more than one and a 
half times the proposed 75 cengs. 

The ratio that existed in 1944 apparently 
permitted 40 cents to be absorbed with rela- 
tively little difficulty, but the margin is 
much narrower today in relation to 75 
cents, The effect of a substantial increase 
in the minimum on our economy is too im- 
portant to be handled by pressure groups 
and as a political question only, A higher 
rate is needed but it must be determined by 
objective analysis. 


What are the minimum rates now being 
paid? It is fair to demand that those pay- 
ing rates substantially helow the majority 
he required to advance their minimums. 
Perhaps the facts would support 75 cents 
immediately or later. 

The point is that we don't know this im- 
portant fatt about present minimums. 


Once the factual basis is supplied then 
the rate can he determined, bearing in 
mind the general increase which it will 
bring and the necessity for enforcement.

and his family. 


But that is just what Senator 
Wayne Morse of Oregon did the

e told them he 
believed in say- Wayne Morse 
ing the same thing to every kind 
ef audience and therefore he was 
going to let them have it. 

In the second round of wage in- 
_ @reases they had got a boost of 
18% cents an hour, he pointed out. 
Yet he defied anyone in the audi- 
ence to prove that this had meant 
more than a net gain of 2 cents an 
hour in real purchasing power. 
The balance was absorbed by 
prices that had jumped up in im- 
mediate response to higher wages. 


Wages, Then Prices. 


The third round will not mean 
even 2 cents an hour in net gain, 
said Morse, so sensitive are prices 
today. This was not welcome news. 
But as Morse dicovered later in 
talking with union leaders, it 
touched a doubt that they them- 
gelves had long harbored. 

This doubt is widespread among 
responsible trade-union leaders. 
They are not sure but that a third 
round of wage increases will do 
their own members more harm 
than good. They feel they have 
come down a blind alley. 

One thing that gives them pause 
fs the fact that industry, beneath 
a surface show of resistance, is 
apparently quite willing to grant 
the next round. While there may 
be real resistance in some indus- 
tries, it will be largely sham. 

The reason, as trade-union lead- 
ers suspect, is that business does 
mot want to interfere with the 
present ratio of phenomenal 
profits. The additional cost in 
wages will be added to the bill of 
the consumer, who will pay still 
higher prices. 


G.E.’s3 Good Move. 


Of course, this does not apply 
to all industry. There have been 
examples of remarkable industrial 
atatesmanship, such as the action 
of General Electric in reducing 
prices in the face of the current

The Department of Agriculture 
reported that profits of food-dis-

Some of the larger 
chains increased their profit ratio 
after Federal taxes from 8 per 
cent in 1945 to 18.3 per cent in 
1946. 

Responding automatically, every 
union leader demands more wages. 
He demands that the wage in- 
creases be paid out of these prof- 
its, although he must know that 
there is no way to compel busi- 
ness to do that, just as there is no 
way to prevent increased wage 


consumer. 

But those who look( beyond the 
automatic cry for higher wages 
are beginning to ask some. un- 
happy questions, They are begin- 
ning to wonder whether perhaps 
the postwar policy of the unions 
has been mistaken in its simple 
and undeviating goal of more pay 
in the wage envelope. 


Longer-Run Goals. 


There are those who have sug- 
gested from the sidelines that it 
might be better to work for long- 
term goals, such as a guaranteed 
annual wage, rather than for in- 
creases that vanish in the ever- 
mofinting flame of inflation. Some 
unions, conspicuously the United 
Automobile Workers, have’ in- 
cluded gains such as paid vaca- 
tions in their demands. 

The General Motors Division of 
UAW has just voted to forego 10 
cents of their forthcoming 30- 
cents-an-hour demand if the coOm- 
pany will present an “acceptable 
pension plan” That is a small 
example of common sense, A pen- 
sion plan would not be so immedi- 
ately and directly inflationary and 
its long-term effect would be On 
the side of stability. 

The third round can do much 
greater damage than the second 
wage boost, That should be a

VENICE, Italy, Jan. 22 (AP)--

day. He was 72 years old. Among 
the best known of his works is 
“Jewels of the Madonna.” 

Wolf-Ferrari's ability was rec 
ognized when he was atill a boy. 
He studied in Munich, and when 
he returned to his native Venice 
his first major music work, aa 
oratorio called “La Sulamite,” wap 
enthusiastically received, In 1 
an opera based on the story a 
Cinderella was produced at tha 
Venice Theater, but its succesp 
was much less marked. 

Disappointed, the young com- 
poser returned to his studies in 
Germany. He produced a revision 
of the same work under ‘the title, 
“Le Donne Curiose,” in Manich. In 
1906, his “I Quattro Rusteghi” 
was performed. 

Wolf-Ferrari completed work on 
his one-act comic opera, “The 
Secret of Susanne,” fn 1909. It was 
performed at Munich, and there- _ 
after throughout Europe. “Jewels 
of the Madonna” was produced in 
Berlin in 1911. 

The composer visited the Unit- 
ed States in 1912 to supervise the 
New York premiere of the opera 
and it was well received. Wolf- 
Ferrari! was the composer of a 
large number of chamber and tin- 
strumental works.

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Hogan Attacks, Eagan Defends New York 


Chairman 
Challenges 
D.A. to Ask 


? Indictments 


NEW YORK, Jan. 22 (AP) — 
Boxing's dirty linen flaps from a 
front window today with New 
York District Attorney Frank 
Hogan charging the sport is cor- 
rupted by “criminal elements” and 
Commissiqner Eddie Eagan ask- 
ing court proof of any crimes in 
the form of indictments. 


After the public servants traded 
verbal blasts in an unscheduled 
bout at last night’s tenth annual 
dinner of the New York Boxing 
Writers’ Association, acting pro- 
moter Sol Strauss of the Twen- 
tieth Century Sporting Club 
rushed to the defense with an im- 
promptu plea. 

“District attorney, after district 
attorney has investigated boxing,” 
said Strauss whose thin voice 
cracked with emotion as he talked 
over, behind and sometimes into 
@ microphone. 

“What did they find? ‘Nothing. 
Not a thing. Every legislator 
wants to get his name in the pa- 
per and asks for an investigation. 
I tell you we are just as good 
as basketball, baseball, football or 
any other sport. Why Mike 
Jacobs (the ailing promoter) did 
more for boxing in the last 10 
years than anybody else.” 

But Hogan’s Not Around. 

Turning toward Eagan, chair- 
man of the New York State Ath- 
letic Commission, Strauss pointed 


his finged in courtroom fashion as 


he asked: 


“Why was Rocky Graziano sus- 


pended? Why can he not fight 
in New York State. He’s just a 
— football. The public wants 

im to fight and nobody has the 
right to say no.” 

Hogan, whose investigation of 
Graziano after he allegedly failed 
to report a bribe attempt, resulted 
in Rocky’s indefinite suspension, 
had left the hall before Strauss’s 
talk. Eagan said nothing. 

Earlier both had plenty to say 
about boxing in general in their 
first open clash during the dis- 
trict attorney’s investipation of 
the sport that has been continu- 
ing since the fall of 1946, 

“We have been attempting to 
expose some of the rottenness of 
boxing,” ogan claimed. “The 
deeper we dig the more corrup- 
tion we find. There’s no reason 
to believe it has reached the roots 
of the sports. The roots are too 
solidly planted. But if the poison 
is not to spread, a surgical op- 
eration is imperative.” 

Wants Public Hearings. 

Hogan asked the commission to 
conduct public hearings as the re- 
sult of the 700 pages of grand 
jury testimony turned over by his 
office. He also demanded life- 
time punishment for all who 
“trafficked with criminals” and 
urged formation of a permanent 
corvs of investigators.

The coming year, Ward serious- 
ly believes, will be a great one 
for amateur. tennis. He expects 
the scramble among the younger 
players to succeed Jack Kramer 
as singles champion to produce 
one of the most interesting 
tournament seasons ever, With- 
out going too far out on a limb, 
he suggested that the next king 
of the courts might come from 
California. 

Little Comment, 

Asked if he sided with a num- 
ber of experts who think this 
country might lose the Davis Cup, 
and that the international team 
trophy might change hands sev- 
eral times in the next few years, 
the retiring president replied 
stealthily: 

“Now, if I were to tell you that 
I might be inclined to that same 
opinion, probably I would be called 
a traitor, or at least a rebel, and

being called merely a brass hat or 
a stuffed shirt.”

They're 
intended to be understood only by 
other Hollywoodites, but today 
we're coming right out and expose 
a few of them. 


There’s poker-faced John Ford, 


for one, A past master of this type 
of prank, Ford casts his own 
brother as a town drunkard every 
chance he gets. Ford likes a nip 
himself now and then, but his 
brother is a teetotaler; hence, in- 
timates always get a rousing 
laugh every time they see the 
burlesque done in a Ford picture. 

Recently Ford achieved a mas- 
terpiece of subtle humor by 
casting Samuel Goldwyn, most 
fabulous of the film tycoons, as a 
lowly extra in his current picture, 
“War Party.” The extra looked 
so much like Goldwyn when he 
was interviewed that Ford hastily 
enlarged the fellow’s role and gave 


him some close-ups. Add to this a 


few lines of dialect in the Gold- 
wyn manner, and insiders get 
one of the best private laughs of 
the year. Ford doesn’t need to 
worry if Sam takes offense. He’s 
one director every studio in town 
would permit to name his own 
figure, even in these stressful 
days of pinched pennies. 


Harry (Pop) Sherman, a studio 


owner, gets fun out of his work | 


by always showing up somewhere 
in the western pictures he pro- 
duces as the driver of a stage- 
coach, Alfred Hitchcock likewise 
does a “good luck” walk-on in all 
his films, and there are at least 
a dozen other Hollywood direc- 
tors—among them Edmund Gould- 
ing, Tay Garnett, Sam Wood and 
Mervyn Le Roy—who figure it a 
box-office omen if they manage 
to stick their fdces in at one Cor- 
ner or another. 


Biggest joker in this respect, at 
any rate the man with the longest 
record of getting his name or face 
on celluloid, is a prop chief named 
Irving Sindler. For more than. 
20 years, Sindler has managed to 
place his name before the camera 
in every feature on which he has 
worked. It’s reached the point 
now “where all members of the 
crew help him along. 

Sindlier was almost baffled, 
however, in a current film, “Let's 
Live Again,” strictly an indoor 
subject which offered no chance 
for his peculiar type of self-ex-' 
ploitation. But a newspaper “in- 
sert” figured.in the plot. One of 
the characters picks up a paper 
and starts to read a story. On 
an adjoining column, therefore, 4 
headline reads: “Irving Sindler

and Son Leave for London to At- 
tend Royal Wedding.” 


Tay Garnett carved himself a 
profitable directorial career out 
of just such a prank. Many years 
ago Garnett was working as a 
messenger boy in the Mack Sen- 
nett studio. His ambition was to 
become a director, Sennett’s chief 
comedy rival of the time, Hal 
Roach, was on the hunt for Sen- 
nett directors, tried to lure them 
away al every chance, 
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ARNETT set up a title line, 

“Directed by Tay Garnett,” 

stole into the vaults and tacked 
it onto the start of a comedy. 
Then he took the print over to the 
Roach studio for an audition. That 
theft of a credit line landed Gar- 
nett his first directing job. He’s 
been directing ever since, 


Director Mervyn Le Roy, whose 
collection of sports souvenirs is 
second in Hollywood only to that 
of Joe E, Brown, always attempts 
to get the name of a famous horse 


into each one of his pictures—if 
not via dialogue, then through pic- 
tures. 

Le Roy also ts slightly famous 
in turf circles because a horse of 
doubtful caliber was named after 
him. In his most recent movie, 
Clark Gable’s “Homecoming,” a 
broken-down nag was needed for 
one of the war sequences. Extras 
in the background laughed up- 
roariously. When the camera 
halted, Le Roy investigated. Ho 
discovered a wag had painted 
“Mervyn Le Roy---99 to 1” in huge 
white letters on the other side of 
the animal. 

Even musicians scoring pictures 
indulge in fun-making, Some 
mimic or caricature other musi- 
cians. One prominent studio score 
chief says “hello” to his friends 
with runs of notes they will recog- 
nize as intended for them. In 
scoring a recent important movie, 
this man threw in a bar of a tune 
sung at his wedding, just as a 
compliment to his wife.

Smithsonian: More Than Super Museum 


Famous Institution's Main Business Is Scientific Research— Exciting Things Go On There

WASHINGTON, Jan, 22. 

F you have always thought of 
| ine Smithsonian Institution in 

Washington as a sort of super 
museum filled up with dinosaur 
bones, beetle collections, Indian 
arrowheads and stuffed birds 
you’ve had a lot of company. The 
Smithsonian people are sO ac- 
customed to hearing their Insti- 
tution called Uncle Sam’s attio 
and having folks send them junk 
ranging from collections of kew- 
pie dolls to hair balls out of a 
cat’s stomach that they no longer 
mind. 

Actually the Smithsonian’s main 
business is scientific research and 
the museum containing 18,000,000 
separate items is just the window 
dressing with which the public 
has become familiar. But behind 
this window dressing some pretty 
exciting things go on. 

For’ , eam not long ago a 
baffled FBI man walked into the 
division of physical anthropology 
at' the Smithsonian and dumped 
a bag down on the desk of Dr, 
T. Dale Stewart. The FBI man 
wanted to know if the contents of 
the bag were fragments of human 
bones. Dr. Stewart took one look 
and said, “Yes.” 

“IT always enjoy working on «a 
case with the FBI,” scholarly Dr. 
Stewart, who sits in an office 
surrounded by 15,000 skulls, told 
this reporter. “It breaks the mo- 
notony of my work. In the murder 
case where I established those 
bone fragments as human, and I 
was even called on to testify at 
the trial. It seems as though this 
man had killed his wife, and 
burned her up in a fire which he 
stoked for three days. He would 
have had the perfect crime if he 
had just had sense enough to 
rake the remaining bones out of 
the fire, grind them up and 
sprinkle them on his fields, As it 
was, I identified what was left of 
the bones as those of a woman 
over 45 and of course that estab- 
lished the corpus delecti, The man 
got life.” 

During the war Dr. Stewart had 
another interesting murder case 
submitted to him by the FBI. The 
skeleton of a man and bits of a 
Marine uniform were found in an 
abandoned well near Fredericks- 
burg, Virginia. Clues to the man’s 
identity were simply non-existent. 
But to Dr. Stewart certain deduc- 
tions came easy. After looking at 
the bones, he announced that the 
man was a certain age and height 
and then added the information 
that the man was left handed and 
had suffered from _ pyorrhea, 
Eventually when the murdered 
man was identified through Ma- 
rine records, it was found that he 
actually wag left handed and that 
he had been under treatment for 
a gum disease, 

“I only missed his height by a 
half inch and his age by five 
months,” Dr. Stewart grins, 
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THE BAFFLED F.B.. MAN DUMPED THE BAG AT THE DESK OF DR. STEWART. 


It’s not all murder with Stew- 
art. As curator of the division of 
physical anthropology, he had a 
hand in designing oxygen and gas 
masks for the Army during the 
war. From his collection of 15,000 
skulls, data was assembled on the 
variations in size and form of the 
human head and features and the 
Army came’‘up with masks that 
would fit anybody regardless of 
the individual knots and bumps 
on their noggins. 

The Smithsonian had many 
fingers in the war pie, When 
Japanese incendiary balloons be- 
gan falling in the Pacific north- 
west the Army of course wanted 
to know the location from which 
they were being launched, A 
Smithsonian explorer, who had 
gathered bottles of sand from 
every spot he had visited on the 
globe, came up with the answer. 
The ballast sand in the balloons 
compared exactly with some sand 
he had taken from a little island 
off the Japanese coast. Our bomb- 
ers then flew over the island and 
blew up the balloon launching 
sites, 

Out of the 18,000,000 items in 
Uncle Sam’s magic attic, Smith- 
sonian experts found hundreds of 
use during this past war. Dr. 
Paul Garber, curator of the Insti- 
tutions aircraft collection, organ- 
ized projects all over the V. 8S.

lishman whose fortune founded the 
Smithsonian, the scientists of the 
Institution find no limitations put 
on their work. Smithson’s will 
stated simply that he wished his 
wealth used for the founding of 
an institution “for the increase 
and diffusion of knowledge” and 
there he stopped. For the 101 years 
of its existence there has been 
published the Annual Report of 
the Smithsonian Institution and if 
you were fortunate enough to own 
a comple set of these reports you 
would have a fairly complete his- 
tory of the progress of science of 
the past century. 


Sometimes people call on the 
Smithsonian for the answers to 
personal questions, Recently a 
Jewish boy came to see Dr. Stew- 
art about a love affair. During the 
war he had been stationed in 
Puerto Rico and fallen in love 
with a girl there.

But sometimes it 
causes a lot of useless bother, like 
the soldier in the Aleutians who 
sent in two teeth he found in his 
foxhole, He was sure they were 
human. They weren't. They were 
out of the jawbone of a moose. 

When the Roosevelts were in the 
White House, the Smithsonian 
was always getting things that 
had been gent to the President's 
family. They sometimes crate up 
and ship back to the individuals 
things for which they have no use, 
but the Smithsonian - was never 
able to turn down Eleanor Roose- 
velt when she sent them the over- 
flow of the White House attic, — 

To the 2,500,000 people who visit 
the museum of the Smithsonian 
Institution every year, the three 
most popular exhibits are Lind- 
bergh’s Spirit -of St. Louls, the 
collection of gowns worn by the 
wives of United States Presidents 
and Teddy Roosevelt’s collection 
of stuffed wild animalg from 
Africa. A lot, of people, too, ask 
to see the stuffed jellyfish. The 
Museum wishes it were possible 
to stuf? one. 

The experts of the Smithsonian 
don't claim to be infallible. Even 
they with all their knowledge 
sometimes make mistakes. Re- 
cently an FBI man brought Dr. 
Stewart some bones which he im- 
mediately pronounced as human 
finger bones. They were the tail 
bones of a horse, 

“It just goes to show you,” says 
Dr. Stewart, “that you can get a 
fixation on a certain thought and 
overlook other possibilities.”

Accidents 
Fourth on 
Death List 


By C. A. Dean, M.D. 


HE National Safety Council is 
: organization devoted to the 
prevention of accidents and 
deaths. Too many of us take 
this work too lightly. This Coun- 
cil recently reJeased some figures 
which are well worth repeating 
and stressing. They serve to open 
our eyes to the appalling deatn 
and accident 1ate in this country. 
Ten years ago pneumonia and 
nephritis (kidney disease) caused 
more deaths than accidents. How- 
ever, improved treatments for 
these two diseases have pushed 
them far down the list to a point 
now well below the accident death 
rate. Heart diseases, cancer, 
and hemorrhages of the brain 
cause most of the deaths in this 
country with accidents ranking 
fourth on the list. The number of 
workers killed in occupationa! ac- 
cidents during 1946 was 16,500 
which is approximately the same 
as in 1945. The number of dis- 
abling injuries was increased over 
1945, ani amounted to 2,080,000. 
Of this number, 90,000 workers 
suffered some degree of perma- 
nent impu:rment. Also during 1946, 
about 31 wut of every 100,000 work- 
ers in the nation were killed in 
eccupatioral accidents. These fig- 
ures show what a terrific loss ac- 
cidents are causing, and this 
Council and other similar safety 
organizations should have our in- 
dividual support and effort.

Boiler Troubles. 

EOPLE who make boilers and 
are therefore called “boiler- 
makers” put gauges on their 
products~so that people such as 
you and I will know how much 
water is in the boiler and whether 
it needs a few extra drops or not. 

This arrangement works out 
just. fine until one day when it 
appears that the boiler is gaining 
or losing water—a condition best 
explained as mysterious and un- 
satisfactory. 

The water level in a steam heat- 
ing boiler will start to go up if 
the valve controlling the water 
supply to the boiler is out of 
whack, What usually happens is 
that the valve washer is worn and 
so the valve won't close tight. 
This calls for a new valve washer, 
and this in turn calls for draining 
the boiler. Be sure ft to let the
